BISMARCK. 
HE CONVERSES FREELY WITH PIG-IRON KELLEY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribuna. 

PuILaADELPuIA, Aug. 3.— The Times to-mor- 
row will publish a letter from W. D. Kelley, 
telling of an interview which he bad with Prince 
Bismarck at Berlin, which is of importance in 
view of current discussions of the silver ques- 
tion, as showing the position of the German 
Government more clearly than heretofore. Af- 
ter a talk on Protection vs. Free Trade, Kelley. 
who was accompanied by United States Minister 
White, turned the conversation towards silver. 
Bismarck said: 

„Thanks to your tariff, your national progress 
is unparalleled. You can compete ju manufac- 
tures with England in many markets; and by 
means of your ingenious machinery and cheap 
transportation, can send food even into Ger- 
many.” 

Mr. Kelley says 
tunity, and said:

YOUR DEMONETIZATION OF SILVER 
you have arrested our progress, and, by re- 
stricting our trade, have driven bankrupt 
traders and unemployed artisans to agricultural 
pursuits, and by thus reducing prices have in- 
creased the competition with which you have to 
contend.’

TOO FAR. 
We have not been wise. As each State had its 
own monetary system, the Empire found many 
coinages within its limits, and must uvify them. 
It also found itself in a condition to use gold, 
and it seemed wise to do so. One man cannot 
understand every specialty, and men must select 
those which they would master. 1 had not 
made finance a study, and had to choose an 
agent to conduct these changes. 
HERR DELBRUCH 
had great reputation as a financier, abroad and 
at home, and to him the matter was confided. 
But, great as was his reputation, the results 
have shown that, as the country people say, he 
carried only water in bis kettle, which proverb 
signifies that workmen who cannot obtain meat 
or broth carry a kettle of water in order to con- 
ceal their poverty.

The sale of silver has reduced the price 
of that metal, has cost the Empire an immense 
sum, andcannot be continued without enormous 
loss, as Von Decherd, President of the Reicbs- 
bank, has shown, aod I have, therefore, prohib- 
ited further sales. | 

„At this point I suggested that our Govern- 
ment was about to invite Germany, France, En- 
gland, and other Nations to meet in Joint Con- 
vention for the purpose of determining the rela- 
tive values of gold and silver, and providing for 
the general recognition of silver as a money 
metal.

We 
would have nine-tenths of the people of the 
world as our customers, as the gold-using na- 
tions include but about one-tenth, and | prefer 
that my country should be 
AT THE BEAD OF THE VAST BODY 
of manufacturing people, rather than at the tail 
ot a small group of gold-using nations, with 
whose cheaper labor we would have to compete 
in our own market. That trade between 
countries who respectively use gold and silver 
as the standard of payment will be impossible, 
is proven by the fact that, even now, when the 
work of demonetization has but been com- 
menced, neither England nor Holland can safely 
trade with their own Indian dependencies. This 
the failure of the great trading companies in 
each country during the past years bas shown.’ 
“*YoUR COUNTRY,’ 
said Bismarck, ‘has great reographical advan- 
tages. Your occupation of the Pacific Coast 
makes the hordes of Asia your neighbors, and 
opens their trade to your enterprise, and the 
South American States are open to you on both 
oceans; but in this matter vou must 
not act alone. Others must co-operate with 
vou. I have told you that no more of our 
silver will be sold, and you mav also know that 
the people want the coirf for business, and that 
they will go into circulation. Again, it is already 
ordered.

A sufficient 
quantity of eds being obtained, they were 
planted upon farms in various sections of the 
State. In all cases, it is stated, the results have 
been very satisfactory, demonstrating the fact that 
the soil of Maryland is particularly well adapted 
to growing this root. The beets planted last 
spring were put to the test, and yielded 12 per 
cent of saccharine matter, which compares 
favorably with thoae grown in Germany and 
France. Feeling confident of the adaptability 
of the lands of this State for beet-culture, the 
combination sent a representative to Germany 
to attend the Convention of Beet-Sugar Mauu- 
facturers recently held at Franktort, and to 
treat with capitalists there who have control of 
the patent machinery used with regard to 
building a sugar-bhouse io Baltimore. ; 
THE RESULT 
of the negotiations renders it almost certain 
that the project will be carried out. A body of 
German manufacturers have offered to come to 
Baltimore aud provide all the capital required 
tor the enterprise, and to bring over machinery 
of the latest inventions, which, it is claimed, 
will extract every particle of saccharine juice 
from the beet. ‘They also agree to bring with 
them skilled workmen to run the factory. ‘The 
only stipulation they make is that they shail be 
guaranteed that 2,000 acres of land or more 
shail be planted with the German suygar-beet, 
the product of which will pay them for running 
the sugar-house. ‘They contract to take the 
whole crop, and as much Mure as they can get, 
at $5 per ton. ä

KENTUCKY.

Cincinnati, O., Aug. 3.—The campaign in 
Kentucky has closed, and the election will take 
place to-morrow. There is every prospect of an 
unusually large Republican vote. The Repub- 
licans have made an active and aggressive cam- 
paign. Their candidates are men of ability, 
whom the Democrats have not cared to meet in 
public debate. Dr. Luke P. Blackburn, their 
nominee for Governor, excused himeelf in a pri- 
vate note to the Hon. Walter Evans, the Repub- 
lican candidate, who had suggested a joint 
meeting, on the ground that he was suffering 
from a “soar’’ throat. Blackbarn’s candi- 
Gacy began as a joke, but be took 
it in earnest, and went to work in 
back counties with such good effect that, when 
the Convention came, his more gifted rivals 
were obliged to stand back. An essential quali- 
fication for a candidate on the Democratic ticket 
in Kentucky is a Rebel record. Every man on 
the present ticket, so far as known, was either 
in the Rebel army or was actively engaged in 
advancing its interests. Dr. Blackourn’s service 
consisted in an earnest effort to infect the Fed- 
eral armies and leading cities of the North with 
yellow-fever and small-pox. He gave much 
time and attention to this mild scheme, and 
actually had clothing, which had beeu care- 


fully infected in Bermuda, brought into 
Canada, and from there distributed through the 
United States. His friends are afraid and 


ashamed to defend his record, and will not let 
him speak for fear he will say too much. He 
has not been permitted to open his mouth dur- 
ing the campaign. Senator Beck and Congress- 
mau Blackburn have done active service for the 
cause, but the feeling among Democrats is not 
good, and Republicans confidently look for 
heavy gains. ‘Tilden’s majority in the State 
was 62,500. The Republicans expect to reduce 
the figures to 25,000, perhaps lower. Voting in 
Kentucky is by the viva voce method, and in 
many localities Republicans find it desirable fo 
social and busivess reasons not to go to the poll 
To the Western Associated Press.

ment was pleased to direct our attendance at the 
Convocation on May 15, 

We were received by M. de Lesseps with great 
courtesy, who spoke of the very general attend- 
ance of different nationalities, and his eratifica- 
tion thereat. A ceneral and agreeable conversa- 
tion ee relating to the Inter-Oceanic Canal

On the afternoon of the 15th the Convocatio 
was called to order. in the buiidiny of the Geo-

remarks, and was followed by M. Bionne, the Sec- 
retary of the Society, who read a paper on the 
gtate of the Inter-Occanic Canal question.

eo the 16th was discussed in the large ball in 
which the assemblage had been organized the pre- 
vious day. M. Danbree, the Chairman of the 
Committee, called upon me to produce the maps 
and plans brought by us. Owing to the weight of 
the package it had been sent by express, and did 
not arrive in time for presentation until the fol- 
lowing morning. In the meantime Commander 
Belfridge. U. S. N., had the attention of the Com- 
mittee, and presented his pian and estimates, 
based upon the surveys of Lieut. Frederick Col-

mation of the bed of the Napipi River had been 
made prior to this survey by Commander Selfridge, 
upon whico he nad based a supposititious location 
and made estimates, without ever having been over 
the ground. 

I 
stated that there was no one to whom we were 
more indebted than to the abie and energetic offi- 
eer who had just concluded for the examination of 
lines extending over a wide region, and requiring 
great labor and privation to execute. So far, how- 
ever, as the route was concerned, I had to say that 
thesurvey and the discussion of that route had 
been made by Licut. Collins himself, who was not 
the inferior to any officer of our navy. He had 
been placed in communication with the ablest civil 
engineers in our quae from whom he had ad- 
vice and assistance. e Official maps, plans, esti- 
mates, and reports made by him formed a part of 
the information which it was my duty to lay before 
the Congress. I was sorry to add that they were 
not nearly as favorable to the execution of the 
work, and as to cost, as that whieh had 
presented by Commander Selfridge.

inasmuch as it would have been difficnit to explain, 
as well as unimportant, how far his assertion was 
correct or the reverse. 

On the morning of the 24th. as the Snb-Commit- 
tees were at work, I thoughtit worth while to say 
formally to their Chairman that I bad no objection 
to the Atralo- Napipi route being presented by Com- 
mander Selfridge, provided its consideration was 
made upon the actual lines of location made by 
Lieut. Collinge, who had spent months in making 
them; and that they were undoubtedly the best 
that the nature of the country permitted. Seeing 
Commander Selfridge in the presence of Mr. Jack- 
son, one of the Secretaries of the Congress, I 
asked his attention whilst 1 stated the preceding 
facts for transmission through the Secretary to the 
Sub-Committees. 

Commander Selfridge stated that he was a mem- 
ber of this Congress, invited by M. de Lesseps: 
that when before the Committee he nad pointed out 
** where he diverged from Lieut. Collins’ line to 
get a little nearer the river, and thus diminish the 
cutting: and that he thonght his opinion better 
than mine, as I had never been in that region.” I 
replied that my opinion was based upon the care- 
fui instrumental location of lines made by Lieut. 
Collins, and his opinion was based upon drawing 
lines at will for discussion. 

Owing to proposed modifications by the technical 
Sub-Committees of the cross-sections, locks, and 
other conditions of the Nicaragua Canal. Mr. 
Menocal was kept very closely employed in making 
them, and was most efficiently aided by

United States Navy, who opportunely was passing 
through Paris, under orders for home. At my 
request he kindly tarried as long as necessary. 

Sunday. May 25, was busily employed by the 
Sub-Commitices in calculations to meet the reauire- 
ments of construction other than those officially 
presented by us. 

On Monday, May 28. the technical Sub-Com- 
mittees reported to the full Committee. There 
was, however, a very general attendance of 
delegates who did not belong to the Committee, 
and a very great deal of interest and feeling mani- 
feasted, amounting, at times, to disorder, when 
the reports were read. I visited the room both in 
the morning and afternoon session, but preferred 
to be generally absent. 

On the morning of the 27th a general sitting 
occurred, and the statistical and other revorts 
were read, after which an adjournment took place. 
the technical Committee to meet st 2 p. m., which 
meeting I did not attend. I was informed, how- 
ever, that the able engincers were very generally in 
favor of the Nicaragua route; and that nearly, if 
not all, of the French delegates, other than the en- 
gineers, were in favor of the Fanama route. As it 
is eminently a question for engineers to settle, the 
votes of other persons would seem to me to have 
significance rather as to the personal interests than 
to relative practicability of routes considered on 
their abstract merits. 

From the first sitting it was quite apparent that 
there were two parties

the one represented by Mr. Blanchet. who had an 
unconfirmed grant from the Nicaraguan Govern- 
ment, and Lient. Wyse, of the French Navy, who 
had a grant from the Colombian Government, em- 
bracing, with a reservation, the right to construct 
a ship- canal over any part of her territory, the 
reservation applying, as I understand it, to the 
already-conceded right of the Panama Railroad. 
The presumed grant to Lieut. Wyse was published 
in the New York Heratd nearly one year ago. 
Lieut. Wyse has the powerful support of M. de 
Lesseps. I need hardly add that, throagh the 
Geographical Societies of Paris, and the method 
of appointing delegates to the Congress, the latter 
is quite able to have any desired majority on a 
vote relating to the respective merits of the 
Nicaragua and Panama routes. 

The advocates of the Nicaragua ronte were dis- 
posed to regard Mr. Menocal and myself as an ac- 
cession to their ranks,—a position that we have 

rsistently refused to accept, recognizing the fact 
hat the mere preference of opirionin relation to 
the superiority of the Nicaragaa route did not 
make it a duty to become advocates except by in- 
ference, and the presentation of facts which would 
support that ooinion. The absence of exact infor- 
mation, and perhaps the prejudices of the ablest. 
as wellas of the engineers in general present. in 
the beginning of the discussion at least made them 
tacit supporters of the ideas of M. de Lesseps as to 
a canal d niveau. It was ee apparent, as the 
routes were presented and discussed, that the able 
engineers generally ranged themselves on the side 
of tne Nicaragua route. The very able presenta- 
tion of both rontes by Mr. Menocal, and the opinion 
expressed by Sir John Hawkshaw, quite disturbéd 
the equilibrium of the Panama route advocates, as 
will appear when the reports of the Sub-Commit- 
tees are published and come to hand. 

On the 28th of May the technical Sub-Committee 
met to discuss 

A NEW PLAN, 


based upon making a high dam—higher, in fact, 
than the surface of Lake Nicaragua above the 
ocean level—at some point across the Chagres 
River, with the intention of flooding a considera- 
ble tract of land in forming a large lake. and thus 
ameliorating the destructive effects of floods. Ten 
days before, this idea had not entered the mind of 
man; it was, in effect, the resultant of the exposi- 
tion that a canal @ ariveau was hopelessiy impossi- 
ble without amelioration, and that no other solu- 
tion exists along that route except the adoption of 
the pian of canal presented by Mr. Menocal ata 
hight sufficient to allow the Chagres to discharge 
its floods beneath the aquednet. Of course, the 
serious consideration of such awork as forming 
this large artificial lake could only be made 
properly after a very thorough examination 
of the topography at points most favora- 
ble for natural abutments, as to hight and 
length of dam required, and, above all, as to foun- 
dation. In presenting the case, however, to spare 
it from ridicule, it was necessary to assume that a 
canal a niveau is the demand of the commerce of 
the world at any cost. Whatever possibilities a 
special and close survey may develop, it is quite 
certain that the natural conditions are nowun- 
known upon which the predications of these plans 
are based. 

In the discussion of a Sub-Committee. M. Gauthiot 
stated that the tolls of a vessel of 4. 500 tons 
through the Suez Canal would be 45, 000 francs, but 
through the proposed Panama Canal they wonki be 
120,000 francs. Not having further information 
on the sudject. T presume this to be a fact; the 
more as Lieut. Wyse. who secured the concession, 
spoke of the faculty of charging 20 or 30 francs 
per ton, which, if established, would virtually ex- 
cinde a ship laden with grain bound from San 
Fraacisco to Europe. 

It seems apparent to me that the construction of 
a ship-canal should be regarded 

SIMPLY AS A COMMERCIAL QUESTION, 


that very high tolls would, in a great degree, take 
away from its usefulness; and, were a canal con- 
structed across the American continet by persons 
who had dominant interests in the Suez Canal, the 
American canal would be subordinated to the in- 
terests of the Suez Canal. Thus, with a difference 
of tolls as above given. all vessels from Northern 
China and Japan bound to Europe would pass 
through the Suez Canal, and all vessels bound for 
Atlantic coaste would pass through the canal across 
this continent, at rates which would nullify in a 
great degree the pro commercial benefit. 

On the morning of the 29tn M. de Lesseps held 
a meeting of the Vice- Presidents and other ver- 
sons, to determine the manner of voting, and to 
submit the reading of the report of the Technical 

mmittee, as also a resolution. There was a 
long discussion; and it was at length agreed upon 
that, in addition to a single vote on the resolution 
to the Congress of yes or no, or of abstaining from 
voting, any delegate shouid be permitted within 
three days to give in writing, for record, the rea- 
sons N governed his action.

It is proper to acknowledge the courtesy aud 
consideration shown to myself and to Mr. Menocal 
by M. de Lessebs and by many of the delegates, 
many of whom were gentlemen of eminence, as M. 
Ceresole, late President of the Helvetfe Confed- 
eracy. 

THE CONCLUSIONS 
deducible from the above I regard as follows: 

That personal interests arising from a concession 
for the construction of a canal are unfavorable to a 
relative consideration of natural advantages as be- 
tween two or more routes; that such personal inter- 
ests did exist was quite apparent from first to last, 
and the concession was frequently partially dis- 
cussed or alluded to, especially in the Committees 
or’Sub-Com mittees. 

That the discussion in Paris has shown that here- 
after. in the examination of the qnestion, only 
the Nicaragua and Panama roates need critical ex- 
amination, and that safficient information exists as 
to all other routes, 

That the canal a niveau by the Isthmas of Pana- 
ma, either with or without a tunnel, has been 
shown to be hopelessly impracticable, if consid- 
ered as a commercial question. 

That a general and special knowledge now erists 
amoag European engineers relative to the subject of 
a ship-canal across the American Continent, which 
aid not exist prior to the assemblage of the Con- 
gress in Parie. 

In view of actualitics, itseems proper that the 
Government of the United States should consider 
the question of the Inter-Oceanic Shipv-Canal 

AS STILL UNDETERMINED, 
notwithstanding the report of its Commission on 
the subject, which has received acceptance by the 
people of the United States, and by our able civil 
engineers, inasmuch as it has not received a criti- 
cisin.

New York Nation—Sire: linfer from some re- 
cent remarks in the Nation upon er-Secretary 
McCulloech’s Harvard lectures that there is a 
potion prevailing in America that Europe, and 
esvecially England, is coming to take a more 
favorable view of bi-metallic monev. Having 
been at some pains recently, both in London 
and Paris, to sound the depths of the so-called 


“silver movement,“ I feel justified in 
saying that there is no such move- 
ment,—that is, no new movement. The 
resolutions of the Liverpool Chamber 


of Commerce were promptly negatived at Man- 
chester, and tber never produced arinole in 
London. After diligent search in the latter 
city, Icould find no movement iu reference to 
silver except a lauguid discussion of the expe- 
diency of bi-metalism in India. Even this, 
which can bardly be called a silver movement, 
was extremely faint and inconsequential. One 
gentleman of eminencein the financial world 
was quoted as having changed his opinions and 
being prepared to take a favorable view of silver 
as full legal-tender; but this gentleman was not 
quoted as in any Way active, or as constituting a 
movement. I became convinced that the de- 
preciation of the rupee, so far from inelining 
England to adopt a bi-metallic currency for her 
own uses, was having the opposite effect: and 
that, if silver became as cheap as tin, she would 
cling oni the tighter to the sovereign. 

In Paris there is pbsolutely no silver move- 
ment, except the agitation which M. Ceruuschi 
keeps on foot from his princely residence on the 
Pare Monceaux. This agitation is not confined 
to any one country or continent, and it is less 
effective in France than in England or the 
United States. M. Cernuschi, by the war, is 
not favorably impressed by the Warner bill. In- 
deed, he esteems the supporters of that meas- 
ure the worst evemies of bi-metalism in tie 
world; and he thioks that the United States, by 
evining silver dollars, are pestponing the tri- 
umph of the principles which he espouses, by

CASHIER PILLSBURY’S CRIME 


The Story of His Fall—_What Was Realized 
on His Mining Stocks. 
Dispatch to New York Times. 

Boston, July 31.—if the statements made 
to-day are correct, the defaulting Cashier, Pills- 
bury, of the Lawrence Bank, did not tell the 
whole story in his confession. It is asserted 
that his speculations with the bank’s money 
have been going on for several months instead 
of weeks. It is also stated that last February 
he admitted to the President of the bank that 
his cash was $10,000 short. A friend, supposed 
to be his foster-father, Dr. Crowell, of Haver- 
bill, helped him out of this dilemma witb a 
loan covering the amount. Again, in April 
last, it is asserted, bis cash was $1,500 short, 
and this was also made good. The Directors 
at this time made an examination of the bank’s 
affairs, and found everything correct. 

Pilisbury was questioned in jail to-day. He 
said that he suffered intensely before his con- 
fession. His mental anguish was sometbing al- 
most unbearable. 4. insisted, as he at first 
stated, that his <nlations were of recent 
date. Though he had been Teller in the Bay 
State Bank for four vears, and Cashier of the 
Lawrence Bank seven years, the thought of 
using for his own purposes the money iotruasted 
to bis care never entered his mind until about a 
month ago. During the latter part of June bis 
attention was attracted to the rise of mining 
stocks, and he began to dwell on the thought 
that he might, by skillful investments in some 
of the leading stocks, make some capital for 
himself. At length he was tempted to try bis 
hand. So be went on, using the money of the 
bank in the first purchase. He bought Sierra 
Nevada and Union Consolidated stocks, which 
were then moving up in tbe scale of prices. 
He bought at 00. Inafew days they fell to 
30, and he soon realized that be was seriously 
involved. For several days before his con- 
fession he was in great distress of mind. 
What course to pursue he could not decide. 
First he was tempted to gather up all his 
sessions and leave the country. He might, he 
thought, in some new place retrieve his fort- 
uves, and some day make good what he had 
taken. Then he saw bow difficult it would be to 
start anew unknown, and in a strange country, 
with nothing to recommend him, and the con- 
stant fear of officers on his track, who might, 
after all, bring him back ruined and disgraced, 
deterred him from taking to flight. He lay 
awake nights, he said, suffering tortures, delib- 
erating on what course he shoald pursne. He 
became apprehensive, nervous, easily alarmed, 
and embarrassed when in the presence of the 
bank officers. He felt that they were suspicions 
of him, and momentarily expected exposure. 
At length he resolved to make a clean breast of 
it, and take the consequences like a man. After 
the confession, and fearing that his courage 
might fail him, be proceeded straixhtway to the 
office of Bank-Examiner Needham, and surren- 
dered himself into his charge. 

The sale of stocks turned over by Pille- 
bury to the bank officers, completed y 1 
brought better figures than the first lot. One 
hundred and fifty shares of Sierra Nevada real- 
ized $27.59 per share; another 100 shares af the 
same stock brought $26 per share; 230 shares 
ot the Union Consolidated brought 831 per 
share. The other half, sold yesterday, realized, 
$16.020, Sierra Nevada selling in lots at $34, 
$4. $35.75, and $36, or $5 per share hizhe 
than the previous day, and Union Consolida 
selling at $29, $29.50, and $30, or $2 pers 
lower.

-uctioneer; the fashion 4 failing in busi- 
ness has gone out, and th fashion of suc- 
ceeding has come in. The-reyival of pros- 
perity in the iron trade is an unfailing sign 
of the revival of all other industries. Iron, 
in its varied forms, may be sud to enter 
into everything in the modern world of 
manufacture, from the needle of the seam- 
stress to the huge steamship—‘‘ the monarch 
of the sea.” Railways consumé vast quanti- 
ties of it; the manufacturers of agricultural 
implements take thousands of tons; it goes 
into millions of sewing-machines, in deli- 
cately-wrought shapes, and into hotels and 
warehouses in the form of huge columns, 
beams, and rafters. It constitutes a part of 
every mill, factory, shop, and warehouse in 
theland. Extracted from the bowels of the 
earth in its crude form, it is manipu- 
lated in the foundry and workshop, 
and sent back to the mouth of the pit, where, 
with the aid of steam, it drags to the surface 
ponderous loads of ore, to be in its turn con- 
verted to the use of man. Iron glows red- 
hot in th» ~itchen-stove, and is found hidden 
away beneath the rich upholstery of the com- 
fortable arm-chair in the drawing-room, the 
horse that trots a mile in two minutes and a 
quarter is shod with it, and the locomotive 
that draws hundreds of tons and makes forty 
miles an hour is made of it. Iron is the uni- 
versal necessity of man, the Alpha and. Omega 
of material progress. To realize how éssen- 
tial it is to every common art, we have only 
to imagine, if we can, a world deprived of it, 
—no rail, no telegraph, no steamship, no 
sewing-machines, no looms, no spindles, 
no factory. What, then, would become of 
all the stalwart and the cunning workers in 
iron? The world would be darker than it 
was in the middle ages. To supply the com- 
forts and luxuries we now have would re- 
quire all mankini to labor, not eight, but 
sixteen hours a day. 

When it is said that ‘‘Furnaces that 
have been idle for years are being put in 
blast”; that “Rolling mills are ruromg 
night and day”; that There is a rapid ad- 
vance in prices of iron”; that ‘‘ Every manu-

AMOUNT OF MONEY USED IN FRANCE. 

‘hairman ,Wricur interrupted Mr. WIII- 
iam Stewart, the merchant who testified on 
the alleged labor-depression, to ask a ques- 
tion, Viz. : 

How do you reconcile the fact that 815 per 
capita is sufficient to carry on the business of the 
United States, when $55 per capita is required in 
France? How do you account for it? 

** They bave $24 per capita in England, France 
has $55 per capita, and the United States 815.“ 

This is the old Fiat gush, and has about as 
much basis as the false assertion that the 
Bank of Venice was a Fiat institution, which 
issued Fiat notes, and maintained them at a 
premium of 25 per cent abdve coin for sev- 
eral centuries. 2 

The answer to Wricut's Question to Srrw- 

ant is, that France does not use, need, or re- 
quire $55 per capita to carry on her business, 
nor hardly the third of it. The paper cur- 
rency of France amounts to 430 millions, 
none of it legal-tender, and all of it redeema- 
ble in coin on demand. This paper currency 
amounts to about $11 per-capita. But, in 
addition to this currency, there is a vast 
quantity of hoarded gold and silver in France, 
only a small part of which is in active circu- 
lation. The Bank of France and its branches 
in the Provinces hold about 600 mill- 
ions of gold and silver, belonging 
to the Bank, the Government, and individual 
depositors. This money is idle, just the 
same as the 220 millions of coin in the 
United States Sub-Treasnries. In addition to 
this vast deposit of coin in the Bank of 
France, the French farmers and mechanics 
own from 800 to 1,000 millions of gold and 
silver money which they neither loan, deposit, 
nor put in circulation. They seal it up in 
earthen crocks and bury it in the cellars, or 
conceal it in other places. The money is 
simply hoarded by each family until it is 
needed as a marriage-portion for a daughter, 
or to buy a piece of land for a son who has 
married; or until the French Government 
wants to borrow money to carry on war 
or pay off à fine levied by an in- 
vader. When any of these con- 
tingencies happen, the coin comes forth 
from its hiding place. In this country 
people who have surplus money on hand 
loan it to somebody on real-estate security, 
taking a mortgage on the property. They 
do this for the sake of interest. Tbe French 
rerely loan their money on any security to 
pny ene except their Government, and very 
tew persons in France seek to borrow money, 
perhaps not one in ahundred of the number 
mo botrow in this country. The French 
ahor ge ting into debt, and it is regarded as 
digracef to cover one’s property with a 
metgage. Gold and silver are in as common 
ciralation in France as small notes in this 
couitry. & would be a reasonable estimate 
to say that sbont 200 millions of dollars in 
coin is in zotive use and circulation, and 
perhats 300 millions of the Bank's notes. 
The rest of de money is either on deposit 
or hoarded an\hid away, as before explained. 
The actual mant of money in active cir- 
culation in Frame does not exceed $15 to 
$18 per capi which is. found to be 
abundant to cary on the business of the 
country. They uld put more into active 
use if they neede@t, but there is no em- 
ployment for moréhan that amount. The 
Fiat assertion that he business of France 
employs @55 per capy is all bosh, and may 
be characterized as gohe-gabble.

It is evident that conM erable apprehen- 
sion is felt in England o®% a new danger 
which may at no very dist&} day threaten 
India. She has hardly pytected herself 
against Russian schemes of Agression with 
her new scientifie Afghan fontier before 
she discovers that China is Sending her 
influence westward quite rapidlyjand recov- 
ering territory which formerly bonged to 
her, and which lies close to th, eastern 
frontier of India. It adds to thie dabher 
that the Chinese of late have been discarding 
their ancient and matchlock weapons and 
old-fashioned system of rocket and gong 
warfare. They have armed themselves with 
modern sharpshooting rifles, are provided 
with fixed ammunition, have strengthened 
their forts and navy, and adopted the 
French system of drill and organiza- 
tion. Their campaigns, it is true, 
are very slow, but they are very 
sure. They occupy years in accompl#hing 
results where Europens would take wuths; 
but, as they exterminate their enenes and 
colonize the captured country sith their 
own people, who are set to raigtf supplies, 
they care little for the loss of me. Of late 
the Government has abatidated its central- 
izing and conservative poy, and no longer 
makes Pekin its centre of life and activity. 
It is spreading out, and jas already encount- 
ered Russia in the n¢thwest, on territory 
which it claims, and fim which it proposes 
to drive the Muscovit¢ It is but recently that 
its armies swept aw the Kingdom of the 
Panthays, which Wie the last barrier be- 


stood in the dition of a vassal to 
China, and now all the more 
ready to acknovledge Chinese suprem- 
acy, as it is ected towards Great 
Britain. The n of Nepaul, which lies 
along the Indie frontier, is just as ready to 


acknowledge Ginese rule as Burmah, for, 
like Burmah, t fears extermination, and 
knows that, vh@ once China moves, though 
it may be very slowly, it will 
certainly end im” its utter destruction.

It is not altogether pleasant to remember that 
men in this mood, whom we can scarcely influence, 
can, if they please, admit Chinese armies directly 
into our territories, snd might, in the event of a 
quarrel, throw themselves hopefully upon the pro- 
tection of a Court which never, as the Kashgar 
recongnest has shown, completely surrenders. a 
province once itsown. Tne Burmese gate is not 
80 important, as the northern jungles are difficult 
to traverse, and the defense of Pegu, though ex- 
pensive, would not involve the Empire; bat the 
Nepaulese Maharaja could admit a Chinese army 
into the heart of Bengal, to our very treasure- 
house, where we have not a fort, or a soldier, or a 
gun. The Chinese General would not be 350 miles 
from Calcutta, with nothing between him and the 
Capital but a rich, alluvial plain, fall of unforti- 
fled towns, and of @ population which for centuries 
past has never produced a soldier. 

There is no danger that China will ever 
snatch India from Great Britain, but there is 
danger in the future of acomplication which 
might require years to solve, and perhaps of 
war, which might last almost indefinitely. 
The Chinese are very slow, and never move 
until everything is in perfect readiness, 
They are careless of life and persistent in 
their contests. They have an enormous 
population, millions upon millions, to fall 
back upon. They might prolong the war by 
sheer force of numbers and their perfect 
willingness to sacrifice life in order to gain 
their ends, until it would become fearfully 
expensive to England both in life and 
money. In view of this contingency, it is 
not impossible that we may witness 
the spectacle of further frontier rectifi- 
cation, this time on the northeastern side 
of India, inetead of the northwestern, by 
the seizure of the provinces which are now 
so friendly and submissive to China. The 
cost of maintaining the Indian elephant is 
appalling, with Russia threatening on the 
one hand and China on the other. 


BEACONSFIELD’S POLICY. 

If the results of the Zulu war—which, by 
the recent victory of the British troops in 
South Africa, now seems near its close—can 
in any way be represented as advantageous 
to British interests, it is probable that Lord 
BEACONSFIELD will dissolve Parliament and 
seek by a new election an increased majority 
in the House of Commons. This majority 
would be an approval of the policy inaugu- 
‘ated by him, and it would, of course, lead 
to his continuance in office for a longer 
period than seems probable with his present 
diminished majority. It has been alleged by 
his party friends that he should have pur- 
sued this course immediately on the close of 
the Berlin Conference, and that in not doing 
so he committed a grave political mistake. 
At that time but little financial dis- 
tress had been felt. Men's minds 
had been fascinated with the brilliant 
part taken by England, through his di- 
plomacy, in the affairs of Europe at Berlin. 
All were too much gratified and relieved by 
his having obtained, as he stated, peace 
with honor,” to weigh the responsibilities or 
consider the new obligations which, by his 
action, had been incurred. The people of 
England had cause to fear that the settle- 
ment of the Eastern question would force 
them into a ruinous war with Russia, and, 
when it was ascertained that Lord Bracons- 
rieLp’s action at Berlin had not only pre- 
vented hostilities, but that he had succeeded 
in restoring English prestige in the affairs 
of Europe, there was scarcely any measure 
to his popularity. Had Parliament been dis- 
solved at that time and a new election 
‘ordered, it is probable that the Conservative 
party would have met with overwhelming 
success, and that Lord Braconsrretp’s ma- 
jority in the new Parliament would have far 
exceeded that with which he became Prime 
Minister. 

The present Parliament commenced its 
sessions in March, 1874, with a Conservative 
majority of over 200. At that time the 
party was united, well disciplined, and all 
seemed to indicate that its hold of power 
would be prolonge d. It had been the policy 
of the Liberals under Mr. Giapstoxz to 
withdraw from all attempts at foreign inter- 
ference, and to devote their whole energies 
to the welfare .and development of internal 
interests. In their judgment, the other 
countries of Europe had, in most cases, 
reached a too advanced stage of material 
prosperity, and competition with them for 
business success was too close to permit of 
England’s wasting her energy and means in 
their affairs, as had been formerly her cus- 
tom. The Administration of Mr. Guap- 
stone had been successful, but it was too 


| dnatter-of-fact to gratify British pride. Its 


f0%ien policy was such that other nations 
o ονα . regard Engiand’s wishes, or to pay 
that atention to her demands which 
had formed y been habitual with them. 
The country was rich and prosperous at 
home, but this very prosperity, which was 
believed to be fixed afin permanent, had be- 
come monotonous, and the Conservative 
party came into power by an overwhelming 
vote, pledged to regain the influence abroad 
which hag been lost under Liberal rule. 
Since its advent to power, the Bracons- 
FIELD Government has devoted most of its at- 
tention to foreign affairs. In fact, since the 
conclusion of the Berlin treaty, the carrying 
out of its provisions, and thé wars in Af- 
ghanistan and South Afriea, which in the 
opinion of most Englishmen were wholly un- 
necessary, appear to have occupied the en- 
tire attention of the British Cabinet, to the 
exclusion of every domestic interest. While 
the Government cauld not have wholly pre- 
vented the distress which exists throughout 
Great Britain, yet it could, without doubt, 
by proper foresight and due precaution, 
have materially lessened it. If instead of 
wasting the means of the country in gaining 
a scientific frontier for India, or in ac- 
quiring worthless country in South Af- 
rica,—for this really will de the 
only result of the war with Cerzwaro,—if 
the members of the Government had exer- 
cised proper care over the domestic interests 
of their own country, instead of wholly 
absorbing themselves with the decrepit and 
rotton affairs of Turkey, there oan sparcely 
be a doubt that a large portion of the dis- 
tress now existing would have been avoided.

dependencies in which serious causes for 
dissatisfaction do not exist. In India grave 
disturbances have oecurred, and in England. 
Scotland, and Ireland there is scarcely an 
industry which is not languishing in the 
greatest distress, and which does not give 
evidence, unless some change soon occtrs, of 
great commercial disaster. Besides these 
troubles of a domestic nature, both at homo 
and in the British Oolonies, the wars in 
Afghanistan and South Africa, which were 
entered into and carried on by Lord Bracons- 
YIELD’s Government to vindicate British 
influence abroad, have so far failed to show 
anything else than that the military power 
of Great Britain, when compared with that 
of other nations, is by no means so great as 
had been believed either by them or by her- 
self. 

The legal term of an English Parliament is 
seven years. The time of the present Par- 
liament will therefore expire in the begin- 
ing of 1881 unless it is sooner dissolved. 
The Zulu war offers Lord Braconsrretp the 
last opportunity likely to occur before that 
time to hoodwink anew the British public, 
claiming that it is a success, and that through 
it British influence has been largely ex- 
tended. If he can, by any pretext, use it 
for this purpose, the dissolution of Parlia- 
ment may be expected soon after the termi- 
nation of the war. He will scarcely await, 
if he can avoid doing so, the termination 
of ite existence in 1881. Everything 
indicates that if no new election 
takes place before that time the Conserva- 
tives will be signally defeated. Ho will 
rather pursue the course so characteristic of 
him, and endeavor to excite imagination by 
claiming a brilliant recovery of English in- 
fluence abroad, and that the paralysis of 
domestic interests has been due to causes 
beyond the control of Government. Un- 
questionably fate has not been propitious to 
Great Britain for some years, and it may be 
said that the greatest of the evils which fate 
has inflicted upon her has been the Premier- 
ship of Lord Braconsrirzp. The misfor- 
tunes which his Administration has directly 
caused, or for which itis held accountable, 
have gone too farand are too well under- 
stood to permit a hope of their being obscur- 
ed by anything occurring abroad. They are 
of such a nature that they cannot for a 
moment be overlooked or forgotten. They 
are so deep-seated and have caused so much 
distress that the defeat of the Conservative 
party and the fall of Lord Braconsrietp 
may be predicted whenever the new election 
takes place. 


UNHAPPY EGYPT. 

Mr. Brancuarp JERsoip, the well-known 
English author, has just issued a work called 
Egypt under Ismail Pasha,” which is ex- 
tremely interesting, not alone for the light 
which it throws upon the personal history 
of the late Khedive, but for its bearings 
upon contemporaneous history. The imme- 
diate predecessor of IMA Pesha was Saxrep, 
a monster of vice, who died of a horrible 
disease caused by bis profligate habits. 
IsmarL succeeded to the Viceroyalty in 1863, 
and almost his first act was to rob and banish 
the lawful heir, Prince Harm, and then by 
a large bribe to induce the Sultan to set 
him aside in favor of Tzurm Pasha, the 
present Khedive. Mr. Junnoto describes 
IsmatL as a man of remarkable astuteness, 
who was capable of an extraordinary amount 
of work, and had an intelligent compre- 
hension of the smallest details of h's office, 
and yet was, continually overreached by 
speculators, who traded upon his conceit, 
gluttony, depravity, and selfishness, The 
latter quality was his chief characteristic, 
The writer says: 

„A base selishness is stamped upon every act 
of the Khedive's reign. To enrich himself and 
his family by the unscrupnious use of the powers 
given to his race, with the consent of Europe, for 
the benefit of the Egyptian people, and to bring to 
his purpose all the help he could obtain from Eu- 
ropean capital, enterprise, and knowledge, is the 
object Ismarm Pasha appears to have eet before 
himself directly he reached the Viceregal throne. 
He seems to have formed a comorchensive plan for 
the aggrandizement of his own children at the ex- 
pense of the rest of MouamMED Axi's descendants 
on the morrow of Sagen’s funeral, and to have 
kept it before him through eyery event and episode 
of his reign. 

It is well known that the curse of his 
reign was the frightful taxation imposed 
upon the fellahs, and that this taxation, 
which was nothing more nor less than legal- 
ized robbery, was the immediate cause of 
the present pitiable condition of the country. 
Every species of torture was resorted to that 
would squeeze the last piastre out of the 
miserable people. Every palm-tree in Egypt 
was taxed; and, worse than this, no less 
than six additional taxes were levied on its 
produce. A tax of twenty-five piastres was 
enforced for permitting a corpse to lie in the 
grave! Mr. JERROLD says: 

„Phe patient human creature who owns the 
date palm is treated like his tree. The ingenuity 
of his Government has been exhausted in devising 
the means of wringing the utmost out of his in- 
dustry. The tax-gatherer and he are never quits. 
His house is taxed, hi lease is taxed, bis land is 
taxed over and over again. his cattle are taxed in 
the meadow and in the market-place, his license as 
tradesman or workman is taxed, the produce from 
his taxed land and his taxed tools is taxed. his boat 
is taxed, even the loan which in desperation he 
contracts in order to pay bis taxes is taxed. The 
tex-gatnerer meeis him on his marriage-morn, and 
lead aim only when his friends bave paid his 
death at his open grave.” 

With @ this frightful machinery for the 
collection of taxes; IaMAIL was unable to pay 
his creditors The money was squandered 
upon costly palaces, pleasure-boats, and 
fetes, Mr. Jennontp says these taxes were

Every step taken by Tewrtx 
Pasha will be dictated by France agd En- 
gland, who have no other interest in her wel- 
fare than shaping it so as to pay the money 
due them. The Egyptian people are in a 
visé. They are isolated from the world. 
They cannot even appeal to Turkey. They 
are ruled by a man who is simply the tool of 
the creditors. For years they have endured 
every species of torture and oppression, and 
the future is as dark as the past. The texa- 
tion mustgoon. The debt must be paid. 
The creditors are remorseless, and, having 
the property in their hands, will squeeze it 
out regardless of protest or consequences. 
The combined plagues of ancient Egypt cao 
hardly excel in bitterness the curse which

The paper currency of France consists of 
$430,000,000 of the notes of the Bank of France,— 
a corporation owned by private capitalists. The 
notes are not legal-tender, but are redeemable 
in cola on demand. This paper currency 
amounts to $11 per inhabitant of France. 80 
much of it as the Bank can profitably loan out 
is kept in circulation, and the remainder stays ir 
the Bank and ite branches awaiting use. The 
paper currency of this country amounts to 
680 millions; something over half of it is lea 
tender and redeemable in coin. ‘The rest is 
National-bank notes redeemable in greenbacks 
or coin at the pleasure of the bank. Our paper 
circulation is about 815 ver capita, or one quar- 
ter larger per head than the paper money of 
France. This being the fact, what becomes of 
the allegation of the inflationists that our peo- 
ple are being starved to death for the lack of 
paper money? It is admitted by them that 
France is abundantly supplied with paper, and, 
as we have 25 per cent more than the French per 
head, how can it be true that this country is 
short of paper currency?

Views of the Revivalist on the 
Second Advent. 


The Rev, M. M. Parkhurst’s Parewell to the 
First Methodist Church, 


Leisure, and How to Use It---Sermon by 
the Rey. Dr. Williamson. 


THE SECOND ADVENT. 
MESSEKS. WHITTLE AND M’GARRAHAN, 
evangelist and sweet-voiced singer respectively, 
condueted the services yesterday morning in the 
Chicago Avenue (Moody's) Church. Maj. Whit- 
tle’s sermon being on the subject of The Sec 
ond Coming of Christ.“ -a subject not entirely 
bnew, by the way, but one which is as a rule 
more than simply interesting, and occasionally 
somewhat startling. its treatment on this oc- 
casion, bowever, was of the most conservative, 
most doctrinal, and least, sensational kind, for 
the public did not get the benefit of any definite 
announcements regarding the date of the great 
event of the future, or anything, in short, be- 

yond the advice to watch and wait for it. 

Maj. Whittle read for his text the numerous 
passares in Rev., ii., and II. Peter, iii., bearing on 
this theme of the second coming, after which be 


. proceeded to say that the Bible taught that the 
earth was the scene of God's redemptive work, 
while it presented very little comparatively: 
about Heaven. As it presented the earth as the 
scene of the glory to come, so it presented 


Christ as the source of spiritual life for man- 
kind. It bas little to sav about spirits, but for 
the most part occupied itself with facts,—some- 
thing tangible. There was no apprehension of 
God as a spirit, but God manifest in Christ. 
The truth in connection with His manifestation 
was presented in a real, practical, tangible way. 
It was a mark of the early unbelief on the sub- 
ject of Christ's coming that men looked for 
some spirituality, some spirit, some soiritualiz- 
ing of the truth of a personal Jesus. Men in 
all generations bad been ready to speculate 
about the immortality of the soul and a spirit- 
ual existence beyond the grave, and had tried 
to ingraft on the record their spiritualizing no- 
tions concerning the existence of the spirit 
apart from the body, denying that there had 
been a manifestation in the flesh. So men 
to-day turned away from the real truth and 
taught and insisted not only that Christ’s 
promfses were not to be literally but fieuratively 
interpreted, but that He bad pot come in the 
Hlesh but in the spirit. But there was a re- 
markable fulfillment of Scripture concerning 
His first coming, which was merely yisidle and 
not to be spiritualized away. After His resur- 
rection lle left abundant evidences that could 
not be disputed concerning the reality of that 
resurrection. In that resurrected body He tes- 
tified that He was to come again. Why, then, 
should we Jook for any other fulfillment of the 
Scriptures than that His coming was to 
be a real, bodily, physical following of 
the prophecies regarding His first! In this 
connection the evangelist proceeded to enumer- 
ate the instaoces in which the first appearing 
was a literal fulfillment of prophecy, and to 
maintain that a barmonious interpretation 
would seem to compel the adoption of a literal 
fuifiiment of the prophecies regarding the 
second coming. He also noticed the not un- 
common belief that mapy of these prophecies 
have been fulfilied in the coming of the Holy 
Ghost, remarking, however, that, according to 
John and ¢ ther New Testament writers, the 
personal Jesus Was one thing and the coming of 
the Holy Ghost another thing. Jesus was to 
ascend into Heaven and be glunfied, and then 
the Holy Spirit was to be sent. Abd when, 
on the day of Pentecost, the Holy Ghost de- 
scended upor the Disciples, and they were 
breathed upon in its coming, they went forth 
upon their mission, preaching Christ and testi- 
fvine that He was to come again. The great 
question was not one of a pre-millental ora 
Post- millenial second coming. That was not a 
matter that he had to stand upon, but upon the 
reality of the probecies that He was coming 
again, and coming, as He did at the first appear- 
ing, as a personal Christ. The denials of this 
truth, in the licht of ail the testimonies on it, 
were enough to make one sad. Stephen had 
seen the risen Christ in His glory, and 
Saul, on his way to Damascus, had caught 
a vision of Him in His glory and 
power. Nowhere in the Bible was it taucht 
that the present dispensation was the conver- 
sion of the world. In a late conversation with 
Dr. John Hall, that eminent divine had told the 
speaker that the present dispensation, in his 
belief, was to be the gathering of the Church, 
and, when that had been accomplished, the 
Lord would come. God wouid have H is people 
out of this world, the speaker continued. The 
restoration of the Jews and the reDuilding of 
the Temple would, he believed, precede the 
conversion of the world. There was too much 
preaching now of a belief in death as synony- 
mous with Christ's coming, when the testimony 
of the Scripture was that Christ’s coming meant 
life, not death. When he came to Lazarus there 
wasa resurrection of life, aud glory, and power. 
The coming of the Lord, whereverit was referred 
to inthe New Testament, never meant death, 
but aiway life and a giortous hereafter. 

Then there were those who believed that Jesus 
bad already come at the time of the destruction 
of Jerusalem, in the}? year 79 A. D., relying on 
the prophecy, This @eneration shall not pass 
away until all these things shail be fulfilled.” 
But the proper intepretation of this passage, 
according to Dean Alford, was that that genera- 
tion should not pass away until a beginning of 
the fulfillment of the prophecies should be 
made; and the .destruction of Jerusalem 
and the. scattering of Jewish people 
were a beginning of the fulfillment 
of the prophecies. The word „generation,“ 
moreover, meant nation.“ and the sense of 
propheey was clearly this: that the Jewish 
nation was pot to be passing away until all these 
things should be fulfilled. Besides, writing in 
the year 96 A. D., seventeen years alter the 
destruction of Jerusalem, John still spoke of 
the second coming as the crowning event of the 
future, 

In conclusion, Maj. Whittle warned his bear- 
ers that Chris. might come at any time. The 
man Who pretended to be able to name a day 
or an hour was a deceiver, for vo man knew 
„the day nor the hour when the Son of Man 
cometh.” ‘The signs of the times, however, in 
mis §6 Opinion, proclaimed Christ's speedy 
appearing, though neither he por other men 
could predict the day or the hour of His com- 
ing. God’s people were commanded to watch 
and pray that they might be ready when the 
great dav came. Behold, I come quickly,” 
Jeeus had said, while the Church was represent- 
ed as resvonding, “Even so come, quickly, 
Lord Jesus.“ God grant that even such might 
continue to be its response, and the attitude of 
God’s people onc of watching, waiting, and

LEISURE. 


now TO USE IT—SERMON BY THE REY. DR. 


WILLIAMSON. 
The Rev. Dr. Williamson, pastor of the Michi- 


gan Avenue Methodist Church, preached last 
evening about Leisure, and How te Use It,“ 


taking no text. 


‘He spoke Aret of the fenportence ef leisure, as 


said if Blaine were 
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a Christian? Men said “to believe in the Lord 
Jesus Christ.“ That was not being, but the 
way of becoming a Christian. To be evangelci- 
al. orthodox, others said, That was a 
Christian duty or necessity ia fte. 


To bé a Christian was to have that state of 
mind wrought in us by the power of God 
through the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ by 
which we came into harmony with the Divine 


will. By it we saw things as God saw them, 


loving what He loved, hatmg what he hated. 
He then took up the question, What was 
meant by 11 Some said having au an- 
nual vaca of a week or a month; but that 
was not the sense in which he used it. The only 
naturai division of the day was into three parts, 
—business, sleep, and leisure. We had our 


‘food and raiment to secure, and it took the 


vverage man ten hours a day to procure food 
and shelter. Physiology taught us that, for 
physical recuperation, we needed to sleep eight 
hours a day. That left six of the twenty-four 
for leisure. ow was that time to be used to 
the glors of God? How were we to adequately 
protect and police it? Weought to have leis- 
ure every day instead of an annual vacation. It 
was as much our duty to have these six hours 
ol leisure as it was to work ten and sleep eight. 

What should the Christian do with bis leisure ! 
He should use a part of the etx bours in com- 
muning with God. This could not be done 
when at work, atid of course not when asleep. 
By communing with God, the Doctor meant the 
realization of his nromentary presence or the 
nat flowing together of man’s soul and God's 
—as a son communed with a father. Another 
use of leisure was acquiring information. We 
were able to produce abont ten ideas out of 
every hundred we needed; we must get the 
ang | reading. Other uses were conversa- 
tion. and listening to addresses. 

low should we use our leisure in pleasurable 
recreations! Recreations were divided, asa mat- 
ter of fact, into those that were innocent and 
those that were not,—those that injured the 
soul and those that did not. Among the for- 
mer were dancing, attending theatres and bors: 
races, Dilaying cards, ete. These might not in- 
jure the morality at all, but they injured the 
spirituality. Experiment proved that these 
amusements stood as symbols of intense word 
liness, and no one could engage in them with- 
out the sacritice of bis spirituality; and one de- 
voted to them could not maintain his spiritu- 
ality. 

Another use of leisure was forming the 
acquaintance of one’s family. This could not 
be done while at work or asleep. If ove ever 
got acquainted with bis family it mast be during 
these bours of leisure. Very few sons were 
acquainted with their fathers, or fathers ac- 
quainted with their sons. Very few husbands 
and wives were mutually acquainted. Meh 
weot to business ten hours, slept eight, and 
wasted their leisure, and the result was that 
they lived with their families all life lung and 
never formed their acquaintance. 

Another use was doivg deeds of charity and 
brotherly courtesy. These had to be done 
during the hours of leisure or not at all. That 


| was a man's only chance to find proper objects 


of charity and redress them, and to bring about 
social introductions and neighborbood con- 
geniality. 

‘Lue last use of leisure was in planning for the 
welfare of the Church. 

This outline gives but a brief idea of the dis- 
course, which was ap excellent one, and was 
listened to attentively by a large congregation— 
listened to in such a way that the words were 
evidently going home and would have some 
effect.

And with Their Red-Tape Way 
of Doing Things. 


Mr. Livingston Explains the Oiroumstanoes 
Connected with the Case. 


About six weeks ago Tae Tumors detailed 
at some length the red-tape experience of one 
Edwin Meade, a farmer living at Ashkum, III., 
with the United States Home and Dower Asso- 
ciation, from which he expected to negotiate a 
loan of $3,000 on bis farm. Mr. Meade invested 
$135 in what the Association calls “certificates,” 
paying the money therefor early in March last. 
He says he was assured by the representatives 
of the money-lending corporation of this city, 
Messrs. Livingston & Co., that he would receive 
the money within thirty days. About the time 
the money became due, Mr. Meade wrote to the 
agents, reminding them of the transaction. 
They simply reported progress. Meade wrote 
again. ‘The firm once more replied that the ne- 
gotiation was under way. A few more days 
elapsed, and the Ashkum farmer 
wasted another 3-cent stamp, and 
was informed that his application had success- 
fully run the gauntlet of the attorney, General 
Manager, and Finance Committee of the Asso- 
ciation, but it galled him very much to learn 
that the Executive Committee, of which he had 
never heard, had yet to pass on it. The days 
prolonged themselves into weeks, and Mr. Meade 
did hot receive the $3,000, less the $600 bonus 
exacted for the accommodation. He wrote 
again, And received the un welcome intelligence 
that the matter was 

STILL IN THE HANDS OF THE ATTORNEY, 
who had not arrived in Chicago, but whose pres- 
ence wal expected daily, when the matter woula 
be settled to the satisfaction of all interested. 
This terminated the correspondence, portions 
of which were printed in Tae Trisuns of June 
17. Meade come to town, got no satisfaction, 
thought he was fed on taffy, and left for home 
with a pocketfulof promises. When last heard 
of he had anchored himself to a stump on the 
side of the road waiting for the arrival of the 
attorney to examine the land and the abstract 
of title. 

A little over two weeks ago came the follow-

Manton, Ia., July 26.— There is located in your 
citv, at No. 170 LaSalle sireet, an institution 
styled the United States Home aud Dower Associa- 
tion of Pennsylvania, under the management of 
Livingston & Co., Which you took occasion to 
mention in your issue of June 17 last. I accepted 
an agency from this institution about the middle of. 
last April. and advanced them money on various 
occasions to the amount of about $300, for certifi- 
cates to be issued by this Association, upon which 
loans were to be made, if the real estate offered as 
accnrity should meet the approval of their attorney, 
etc. Now, thisattorney was to visit me the last of May 
or the lst of June, anc Make a personal examina- 
tion of the property offered as security by the va- 
rons applicants. Upon his failure to appear at 
the time stated, I wrote Messrs. Livingston & Co., 
upon receipt of which 1 was informed that the said 
attorney was still iu St. Louis, and was expected 
in a few days, and would then proceed to make 
examination of the property in question.

me to make written requests for the 
advance-money to be returned, and, as these 
had to be forwarded to the Home office,” it might 
be ten days before | would receive my money.

This letter was submitted to the head of the 
house of Livingston & Co., and by him the re- 
porter was assured that the claims of Mr. Pres- 
ton were in process of settlement, and that the 
Association would refund whatever ‘moneys 
were coming to him. ‘These assurances being 
satisfactory, the Preston communication, which 
was intended by the writer for publication, was 
quietly pigeon-holed, only to be resurrected

BISMARCK’S FLOP. 


He Merely Changed His Patronage to the 
Other Shop-—The Liberals Asked Too 
Mach, and He Traded with the Ultra- 
montanes, 

London Times, July 20. 

Prince Bismarck’s important speech of 
Wednesday bas produced, as was to be expect- 
ed, a wide and deep effect in-Europe at large as 
well as in Germany. It is bis manifesto of 
separation from the National Liberal party and 
his adhesion to a Conservative and Clerical coa- 
lition. ‘The active prosecution of the measures 
against Ultramontanism had long ceased. The 
policy was, as Prince Bismarck would himself 
probably admit, one of his failures. But the 
bolts were laid up ready for use still. Now they 
arc to be gradually repudiated and destroyed. 
The Prince is notoriously an enemy of what is 
ealled Particulariem. He accepts the sovereign - 
ty of the several German States as a necessary 
evil. There the States are, and he has had 
to recognize their existence and remaining at- 
tributes of sovereigr.ty. No German pol- 
iticlan was supposed to be less inclined to add 
to their independence. By the Fraunckenstein 
motion, which was carried on Wednesday by a 
majority of nearly two to one, the States, if 
Prince Bismarck’s tariff calculations prove cor- 
rect, will obtain a generous supplement to their 
financial resources. Ihe German Parliament 
has. white augmenting the Imperial revenue, 
voted in effect also taxes for the advantage of 
the various State exchequers thronghout the 
Empire. In exact proportion to the independ- 
ence which the new tariff will bestow on the 
Imperial Government will be the emancipation 
from Saxon or Bavarian reformers which it will 
confer on the Cabinets of Dresden and Munich. 
German Liberals are naturally fdignant at the 
Prince’s change of front. They accuse him 
of ingratitude: and, were Prince Bismarck like 
other men, the charge would be abundantly sub- 
stantiated. He had been declared their foe for 
many years. ‘The crisis of the national fate was 
at band. His Conservative and tionary 
friends were friends no longer. His Liberal ad- 
versaries of old gave him their hands; and by 
their help he established the German Empire. 
Because they refused him a financial independ- 
ence to which no Englishman can hold any Con- 
stitutional Government to he entitled, he has 
abruptly quitted them. He has turned, with no 
other farewell than a series of taunts, to the 
politicians who hated the Empire from its origia, 
and who fought to the death against the measures 
by which the Prince designed to consolidate it. 
The indictment which the German opposition 
brings against the Chancellor goes, however. 
beyond the mere personal grievance. In their eyes 
he is worse than ungrateful; he has embarked 
on an enterprise which must injure the unity he 
and they have always cherished. They see still, 
as he saw formerly. in thePerical and Se 
ratist factions, the moral a ists of Na- 
tional life. In acceding to Herr Windtborst's 
conditions of alliance, he appears to men like 
Herr Lasker and Herr Bennigsen to be knock- 
ing down the very fabric be himself with their 
assistance built up. 

We do not wish to detract from the joterest 
and significance of the pew position Prince Bis- 
marck bas taken up. But German politicians, 
we think, exaggerate its cousequences. Were 
the Prince like other stateamen, Uleriealism and 
Particuiarism might be to have 
secured impunity of development during 
the remainder is term of power.

The Amount of Grain end Lumber 
Tonnage on the Lakes, 


Important Statistics About the Condi- 
tion of the Vessel Trade. 


Passenger Travelon the Lake Steamers, 
Nautical Notes, Ete, 


THE GRAIN AND LUMBER TON- 
NAGE. 

Alexander McVittie, Esq., Secretary of the De- 
troit Dry-Dock Company, and a gentleman who is 
recognized as authority in statistics concerning 
lake-navigation, lately furnished the newspapers 
of Detroit with the subjoined tabular statement, 
which is of such importance to the gréat vessel- 
interest that it is published in these columns. The 
prospect for grain-carriers is better this season 
than for some years before, because. as willi be 
seen by the table, the grain-tonnage has been re- 
duced about 4 1-5 per cent, or, to put it in another 
form, 13. 500 tons. This makes the present sea- 
son's capacity in grain about 9,000,000 bu less 
than in 1878, There are now fifty-eight grain- 
carrying vessels less than in 1878, but the number 
of propellers of over 400 tons burden has 
increased by thirteen. In every other clase there 
has been a loss. In propellers of between 150 and 
400 tons. the falling off is small, —eight in num 
ber, — While the aggregate loss in bares and 
schooners is sixty- three vessels. The largest de- 
create in any class is that of barges of 150 tons and 
upward. the loss being to the extent of thirty ves- 
‘els. The falling off in schooners of over 400 tons 
is thirteen vessels; of less than 400 tons and more 
than 150, twenty. ; 

These figures show that steam is rapidly driving 
sail out of the grain-carrying trade on the lakes. 

The number of bushels of pale (including flour 
reduced to grain) shipped by Jake and rail from the 
ports of Chicago, Toledo, Milwaukee, Dalath, and 
Detroit during the years named was as fallows:

It was expected that the number of lumder- 
carrving craft would increase in 1878-79. On the 
contrary, there has been a falling off te the extent 
ot 7.469 tons, or, in the season's capacity, of 
25. 000.000 feet. This being a shorter season than 
last and the shipments of lamber 25 or 30 per cent 
greater. lumber tonnage has been in demand at 
moderate rates. The prospects for this class of 
carriers for the remainder of the season are good. 
The receipts by lake of lumber (including shin- 
gies and lath 24 to lumber), coal, and salt at 
Chicago and Milwaukee during the years named 
were as follows:

YARNS BY A TRAIN’S CREW. 


Queer Stories that Were Told in 3 Flying 
Bargage-Car—Engineers Haunted by Mis- 
haps—A Spectral Faneral-Train Celebrat- 
ing an Anniversury—Cars Thrown Over 
Telegraph- Poles.

I oceupied the top of a trunk in a baggage-car 
at the rear of a way train from Philadelphia, on 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, the ojher night, and 
every one of the train-hands spun a yarn before 
we reached Jersey City. The general conversa- 
tion was started by my asking about the occupa- 
tion of aman I saw on the track, carrying a 
bag anda white light, and walking along with 
his eyes on the ground. He looked like a geol- 
ogist examining the soil. I was told that he 
was a “‘track-waiker,” and that the railroad 
employs many men—oné to every three mes 
to patrol the track night and day, after the En- 
glish plan, These track-walkers carry a wrench, 
hammer, spikes, switch-key, and what not. 
They examine every inch of the rails, particu- 
larly the joints, repair whatever wears out of 
order, and undo apy obstructions that may have 
been erected with mischievous intent. 

„Aud are obstructions sometimes found by 
them!“ the econduttor was asked. More fre- 
quently than you'd think,“ was that official’s 
reply. That very man you asked about found 
a rail tied across the track twice ia twenty- 
four hours, just above Bristol Station. He 
found ties piled up more than once near a 
curve, and as for loose raile—thev are found 
every night. Generally, loose rails are in the 
natural order of events.” 

‘What does he do at night when he comes 
across an Obstraction?!’’ was the next question. 

„He signals the endangered train, was the 
reply. 

„ Ves: but his licht is a white one.” 

“Well, he carmes a red glass cover to put 
over the white shade,“ the conductor made 
reply. g 

Aud if he attacks or is attacked——” 

„He is armed.“ the conductor interrupted. 

Stories of fights iu which railroad men took 
part were suggested and narrated. n 

One was about a conductor on the New Jersey 
Southern in Jim Fisk’s time, when the biggest 
train loads ever seen in New Jersey were carried 
down to Monmouth Park. Roughs were not 
uncommon, and a custom the roughs had was 
that of breaking ear-door panes. These lights 
cost about $1.50, but the companies charge 88 
for them as a protective measure. The con- 
ductor referred to reported a number of broken 
door-panes, and told Superintendent Kimball he 

could neither get the money nor arrest the 
rouchs. “Then lick the —~——,” Mr. Kim- 
ball replied. “Do you order me to lick any 
man I catch breaking a glass! asked the con- 
ductor. a frail fellow of consumptive tendency. 
“I do,” replied the Superinteudent. “ Well, 
that's all 1 want to know,.“ sud the conductor. 
That uigat the piucky train-handler was brought 
into the General Office at Long Branch a mass 
of euts and Dumps, and Dlack-.nd-blue all over. 
He was anable to walk, “Il saw a man break a 
ginss, and 1 hit him a elip in the nose,” aad the 
conductor. **That’s all, except that he was a 
200-pound Fourth-Ward bruiser, with hands 
like tripnhammers, and he wiped the floor with 
me, pounded my bead on the seat-irons, and 
jumped on my stomach for fifteen minutes.” 

Tramps were considered in a story told by 
the news-agent. He said that on a station on 
the Pennsvivania Division, a horde of tramps 
captured and fliled the depot, and threatened to 
kill those who offered to distodge them. They 
loungea On the bénches, smoked, swore, and 
fought. A bright idea seized the station-agent. 
lt was winter time. He went into the tram»- 
invaded sitting-room, and pretendea to poke 
the fire. The poker was a threc-quarter-inch 
bar, five feet long. While be fuddied with tie 
damper he left the poker buried in the hot 
coals. The tramps applauded his hospitality. 
He whistled cheerily and rattled the damper. 
Suddenly he sprang to his feet. drew out the 
poker, three feet of which was at white heat, 
and, swinging it richt and left, he velled at the 
panic-stricken tramps. A few of them went out 
by the door, but the majority plunged through 
the windows. In less than sixty seconds the 
station-agent was monarch of all he surveved. 

A brakeman tola a queer yarn about a wealthy 
old misereant in Lowa, a farmer, who did not 
fence bis land properly, yet grumbled when his 
enttle were killed. The railroad beat him in the 
courts, and he treasured up the hardest feel nes 
avainst the company. One day a rail was tied 
across the track near the old farmer’s land. and 
the first passenger-train that came along was 
wrecked. It was believed at the. time that the 
farmer bad tied the rail to the track. Mary 
persons were killed, and all the bodies but that 
ot an aged woman were identified. The first 
day after the accident the old farmer did not go 
to the town wherein this body awaited burial, 
but on the following morniog he visited the Post- 
Office, and received word that his sister was 
commg on from the East to visit uim. He rushed 
tothe Morgue and identified the body of the 
unknown lady asthat of this sister. In less than 
a year he became a maniac, and in bis ravings 
admittea that be had wrecked the train. 

Another story was told of a stupid lamb that 
was seen to run between the wheels of @ rapidly 
moving locomotive near Sanbury. The engineer 
suffered a pang of regret. for he was tender- 
hearted, amd wouldn't run overaSnake if he 
could help it. He looked back over the road 
for the corpse of tne umfortutfaté iamb. To his 
astonishment he saw the lamb leap from the 
track behind the last car and run off wagging 
its tall. It had passed under all the cars, and 
was uvinjured. 

Many persons are killed on double-track roads 
dy stepping from one track to the other, avoid- 
ing a train they see and pear, and being killed 
by one that they do not Mink to look cut for. 
Almost every engiveer of ordivary experience 
has killed his man, and some bave killed many. 
Railroad men never speak of killing“ men or 
animals on the road, but of “ striking” them. 
— however, ceverally amounts to the same 
thing. 

A story was told of a Hudson Rover engincer 
who killed a man that suddenly stepped in 
front of his engine. He had been watching the 
man and saw his face as be crossed over the 
track and walked into the engine. The man 
was blind. The engineer caught a glimpse of 
the victim's face as he was struck. His expres- 
sion was one of terror. His scream was heard 
above the pounding of the engine. The sight 
baunted the enginecr until- he quit the business. 
Every nicht at that spot that scene was re-en- 
acted. He took a dav train, but at noon the 
apparition haunted the spot. He even went 
into the service of another company, vet at un- 
expected moments the spectre of the blind man 
seemed to start up in the track, to throw his 
arms over his head wildly, to scream, and to be 
crushed under the locomotive. It wag more 
than the engineer could bear.

The only man in jhe baggage~ar beside my- 
self who had not told a story was a Western 
railroad man, who had exbibited as a card of 
introduction an annual pase over the railroad. 
When he cleared bis throat no ove spoke. One 
could see by the expression of his face that he 
had a good story and knew how to tell it. 

‘*We bave not bad much that’s worth recol- 
lecting down my way, said he,—adding in 
parenthesis, ‘1’ from Kentuck;, —“ but per- 
haps you never beard of Capt. Phillipe’ ex- 
perience’ in a railroad wreck. it was a little 
singular.” Oapt. Phillips isa conductor op the 
Louisville & Ciueinuati Sbort-Line Road, and at 
the time I speak of was running a ‘freight.’

Usually this stream is low, but on that 
vight (this was some four years ago) it had 
become a swollen; roaring torrent. A passen- 
ger train had cpossed the bridge sately, 
but it gave way under Cabot. Phillips’ train. He 
was in the caboose which was next tothe tender. 
He was alone there. As the caboose rolled upon 
the bridge Capt. Philiips felt car, 1 „ and 
everything else suddenly sink beneath him. He 
felt the caboose and eygine part, and then the 
caboose struck the ryshing stream. The ca- 
boose light went out aud the water poured in 
upon the floormg upon which he stood. The 
Captain was thrown down but be regained his 
feet and maoaged to stand while the car was 
swept along. It was an zyful position. The 
water poured in and rosé higher and higher 
around him; the car floated, but it turned from 
side to side, pitching and roiling, and struck 
with fearful force upon the cottonwood trees 
that stood in the way of the torrent. Phillips 
did not lose his presence of mind, but struggied 
persistentiy to reach the car door. Agaia 
and again he approached it, but the 
rolling and plunging of the car threw him 
back. The minutes seemed hoursto Phillips. 
The water in the car rose higher and higher— 
past his knees, past his waist, up to his chest, 
over bis sboulders—even up to his chin. Finally 
his head struck the top of the car whenever the 
ear changed its motion. Suddenly, when all 
ebance of escape seemed out of the question, 
the car door burst Open, and, by a tremendous 
effort, Phillips reached and braced himself in 
its framework. The next instant be seized a 
limb of acottonwood tree, against which the 
caboose was carried. He held tight, and the car 
was swept on, while he hung to the tree. 
other cars of the train rushed past one by one, 
ind more than once the tree heclungto was 
struck by them. ‘So great was the force of the 
torrent that the locomotive was carried maay 
yards down the stream, and some Joaded cars of 
wheat were swept into the Licking River, and 
down to Cincinnati, thirty miles away. , Phillips

was What Eight Hours Will Not Do for the

Before entering upon his address, Mr. Me- 
Auliff stated that he wished it understood that 
be was not there to speak to those before him 
under the auspices M anybody but John Mo- 
the views advanced by him were 
simply bis own opinions, und belonged to no- 
body else. He acknowledged that his ideas dif- 
fered from those of the most of the working- 
men, but he believed them to be correct. 

He announced that he should tako the views 
of Ira Stewart as matter for criticism io his re- 
He said he rewarded Mr. Schilling and 
others of the Labor party as more able expo- 
neuts of the principles than Mr. Ira Stewart. 

‘The train of thought promulgated by those 
the reduction of the hours ol 
labor from ten to eight aud the abolition of 
children’s labor, was that, by increasing the de- 
mand for labor, tnis would raise the price of 
everything in the production live, and so it 
would go op around, etc., and the argument was 
used that everybody would be benelited. 

In 1851, two hours were taken from a legal 
day’s labor, making it ten hours justead of 
twelve. in 1857, there occurred a pabic equal, 
if not greater, than the one which we had just 
through.

If ne was 
successful, we might next year look for him to 
have a ranche of a million of acres. What otner 
rancheman could compete with him! Owning 
ali the railroads, he could take advantage of the 
markets to transport his own cattle, and, if 
there were not cars enough after he had shipped 
his stock, the others might wait aud take what 
they could get. 

You could never cure a drunkerd of his vice 
by continually referring to his habits. Neither 
could you relorm any evil in society by referring 
to it continually. Mr. McAuliff thought that 
the desired revolution could only be secured by 
progress and enlightenment, which would make 
people have What they wanted for their comfort, 
profit or no profit. Private capital recoguized 
nothing but sordid gain; it had po sympathy for 
anvthing in the way of comfort, progress, or 
civilization, and it knew no home. He thought 
the people could not afford to wait the siow 
Operations of “ameliorating measures,“ and 
the power of the pulpit, the press, mouecy, and 
the Gatling gun were powerless to work the de- 
sired result. 

The speaker did not take much stock in the 
* Junketing Committee,“ as he called it, and he 
thought their mission bad been a failure. So 
long as society was in sucha state as it now 
was, there could be nothing done without a 
complete and thorough revolution, and, looking 
at the black list as it stood to-day,—with its 
Babcock, its whisky-thieves, its Credit-Mo- 
bilier, and its scores of other offenders, ali of 
whom had been let go scot tree,—and inen we 
saw in New York a Jaw which would send a boy 
to State’s Prison five years for stealing a lady's 
pocketbook containing five cents.

A DINNER-SET.

will be the finest dinner-set ever made in 


Europe. 
First,take a peep into the studio. When Mr. 
Davis came down bere for recuperation and work 


house containing several dining-rooms. Mr. 
Bradley, the founder of Asbury Park, gave bim 
plenary powers. He appropriated three of the 
dressing-rooms on the north end facing the sea, 
knocked oat the purtitions, cut out a large space 
for a window, affording a view of the ocean, and 
imported his artist’s kit. The eorner from 
which he draws bis inspiration contains a box 
covered with a gorgeous American Indian wove 
blanket, of great value. Here the artist sits 
in his working hours with a water- 
color board on his kuee, his colors at his hand, 
and the ever changing sea before his ere. Sea- 
tints and sea-scenes enter largely into his de- 
signs, for which reason the studio could not be 
better located. ‘The studio is in the shape of 
a letter L, and in size about six by four feet. In 
ove corner is a basin of water-lilies. In the box 
is a big frog which, when there are no visitors, 
sits on the bench aud looks with a — eye 
at the artist, who once kept him for a model, 
put now boards him for his company. Unfriend- 
ly pins old beautiful insects and 
shining bugs to the walls, and a piece 
ot dried fungus makes a delicately tinted 
background for a gorgeous beetle. Bold water- 
color drawings aud engravings ornament the 
sides of the nook which contains the artist's 
throne, and over his head are shelves bolding a 
few pieces of choice Haviland ware. A shelf 
boids brushes, glasses, and other artist's uten- 
Sils, and at one side are numerous bottles con- 
taining colors. A ew days ago Mr. Davis had 
several large clam-shells ranged on the bench, 
and holding a variety of small creatures of the 
animal kingdom in a strong pickle. His friend, 
Mr. Bradley, put bis teetotaller nose into the 
studio door and remarked, It smells queer 
here!“ “I should thirk it did.“ replied the un- 
perturbed artist: Mr. Bradley, it is with difii- 
culiy that I can endure. the smell of this liquor 
myself.“ The proprietor of Asbury Park show- 
ed that he respected art, even in pickles, 

Upon a high shelf is a large photograph of 
the conservatory of the White House, with Mrs. 
Hayes in the foreground, surrounded by ber 
two youngest children and Mr. Davis’ little 
girl, who makes pies in the sand outside while 
her father lays in the water-color. On this 
photograph hangs the whole story. Early 
last spring Mr. Davis went to Washington 
on a mission for the Harpers, which was 
to make a picture of President and the Cabinet, 
and which appeared in due time in the Weekly. 
Mrs. Hayes invited him into the conservatory, 
and, after turning the camera on the group de- 
scribed above, the President’s wife entered into 
conversation on atopic very dear to the house- 
wife’s heart. The china brought into the White 
House during the reigns’ of Mrs. Lincoln and 
Mrs. Grant nad gone mostiy the way of ali por- 
celain that servants handie at the State’s ex- 
pense. She found it difficult to set the table 
properly for a State dinner, since the china- 
closet beld only a Babel of remnants. She bad 
ordered a new State dinner-set of Haviland; 
the contract was signed, and Haviland was un- 
der $5,000 bonds to deliver the set by January, 
1880. Mrs. Hayes regretted that she had been 
obliged to go to France for a dinner set. 
„They make very good ware at Trenton,“ said 
Mr. Davis, “but, of course, Haviland, of 
Limoges, makes the best. Stili, if you cannot 
have American ware you could at least have 
American designs, representing the fruits, veg- 
etables, game, fish, and fauna indigenous to 
this country.“ ° 
Mrs. Hayes caught at the idea and 
acted upon it with. the decision and an- 
thority of a Queen.

‘Theodore R. Davis is to have exclusive super- 
vision of the designs.“ This was the substance 
of the letter, which was dispatched at once. 

It was now Mr. Davis’ turn to expostulate. 
He urged that he was under contract to the 
Harpers not to do work for anyone else. Mrs. 
Hayes, with a woman’s faith, could see po ob- 
stacie in that contract, any more than she could 
in the first contract with Haviland. It may be 
that a President’s wife can make and unmake 
business treaties at her will. At any rate, 
Haviland acquiesced with incomparable grace, 
and Fletcher Harper, wheu Mrs. Hayes’ wish 
was mooted to him, said to his faithful artist: 
don't ask you to try to surpass everything 
of the kind that Haviland bas done. 1 expect 
you to beat them, and lll have one of the du- 
plicate sets for myself.“ 

Haviland was in this country, and offered Mr. 
Davis every assistance and co-operation, but at 
first he was disposed to doubt if any one could 
surpass his favorite artist, Bracquemon. He
